Sheriff Rose 
Warns: Slow 
Down And Live 


The Charlevoix county Sheriff 
Department is joining the State 
Safety Commission and the Mich- 
igan State Police in a 101-day 
traffic. accident prevention pro- 
gram called “Slow Down and 
Live,” Sheriff Glenn E. Rose an- 
nounced today. 


It will run from Memorial Day 
weekend through Labor Day, a 
period when last year 535 people 
lost their lives in traffic acci- 
dents in the state. 

The program is aimed at those 
driver behavior faults associated 
with “in a hurry” complex and 
the “me first” attitude on the 
highway, according to Sheriff 
Rose. They include the motorist 
who is speeding, excessive speed, 
or too fast for conditions; the 
driver who passes dangerously, 
the fellow who steals the right- 
of-way, and the person who fol- 
lows too closely. National figures 
show that these were responsible 
for 90 per cent of the deaths. 

Sheriff Rose pointed out that 
the Slow Down and Live program 
purposely begins with the three- 
day Memorial Day weekend. Last 
year the Memorial Day weékend 
cost the lives of 20 people in 
Michigan traffic accidents. He 
urged all motorists to cooperate 
with the nation-wide Slow Down 
and live campaign by getting off 
to a good start in being extra 
careful during the forthcoming 
weekend.

Don’t watch those fence-rows 
and drainage ditches grow up all 
summer with scrubby trees and 
undesirable bushes, urges Char- 
levoix county agricultural agent 
Ed Rebman. 

And you don’t have to go out 


chopping every little while to 


keep the trees and shrubs down. 
Chemical control of woody plants 
is the easiest method of keeping 
vegetation down, he insists. 


There are several ways of kill- 


ing undesirable trees and shrubs: - 


Spraying the leaves, spraying 


‘chemicals on the base, and spray- 


ing stumps to prevent regrowth. 

Now is the best time to use 
foliage sprays — especially on 
low brush and trees less than five 
feet tall..A combination contain- 
ing both 2, 4-D and 2, 4, 5-T — 
sold by a number of. chemical 
companies as “brushkiller” —- 
is recommended. This product 


‘is used as a water spray for fo- 


liage. When basal sprays and 
stump treatments are to be ap- 
plied, the “brushkiller” should 
be mixed in diesel oil or: kero- 
sene.

Use Oat 


For Cow 


In ease you run short on pas- 
ture this late spring or summer, 


’ Ed Rebman, Charlevoix county 


agricultural agent, asks, why not 
use your oat field—or even your 
excess wheat? 

June grass pasture probably 
won’t furnish your cows with 
much more than exercise around 
June 1. But an oat field could 
give them plenty to eat for two 
or four weeks after that. 

Carter M. Harrison, a farm 
crops specialist at Michigan 
State, advises turning the cows 
into oats when the grain is in the 
early milk stage to get the best 
results. 

Lots of people, he admtis, do 
not like the idea pasturing grain. 
But he asserts that when pasture 
is short, pasturing the grain crop 
may pay off more in terms of 
milk than it would to harvest 
the grain. 

Then there is the good, relia- 
ble sudan grass. Piper is the best 
variety to use, Harrison advises. 
Next best is commercial sudan. 
Sweet sudan is about equal to 
commercial but it’s liable to 
make slower growth if there’s 
some cold, wet weather after 
planting. 

Sudan grass should go in the 
ground at corn planting time on 
the same kind of land you’d ex- 
pect to produce a good corn crop. 
An old sod field, heavily top- 
dressed with manure before or 
after plowing, would make a 
good place for sudan. 

If you don’t have manure, drill 
on 300 to 500 pounds of a high 
nitrogen fertilizer per acre — 
10-6-4, 12-6-4 or 10-10 10. Sudan 
grows best where the nitrogen 
supply is plentiful. 

The seed at 20 to 25 pounds 
per acre and you’ll have sudan 
ready for pasturing about the 
first week in July. And you can 
figure that hhalf acre will take 
care of a cow through July, Au- 
gust and part of September — 
if you get a good stand.

Harrison claims that sudan is 
by far the best emergency pas- 
ture crop because it grows well 
in hot weather, cows like it even 
when it grows to advanced stages 
of maturity and it recovers well 
after grazing if there’s enough 
moisture.

An exceedingly important item 
in every major league club’s 
budget is travel expense. It costs 


i each club approximately $35,000 
,{a year to transport players, ma- 


nager, coaches, trainers and oth- 
ers from city to city. — 

Where minor leaguers must be 
content with long and often te- 
dious bus rides, the big leaguers 
enjoy the fruits of success and 
travel in style. They are accus- 
tomed to all three major modes 
of transportation, train, plane 
and bus, depending upon the des- 
tination. 

The Tigers, for example, char- 
ter an airliner for any series in 
Kansas City that does not allow 
a one day break for traveling 
time. Some 22 hours by rail, the 
trek to the American League’s 
newest representative is only two 
and a half hours by air. 

- On the other hand, for a series 
in Cleveland, buses are utilized. 
It is a relatively short jaunt to 
the Indians’ wigwam and back. 


VETERAN TRAVELERS 

Most of the time, however, 
rail transportation is employed. 
Major leaguers spend an awful 
lot of time in pullman cars, much 
of it playing penny ante card 
games to while away the mono- 
tonous hours. 

Teams require two or three 
special cars, two if they’re the 
modern type with plenty of roo- 


0 mettes, three if they’re the old 


fashioned sleepers. 

On sleepers, the regulars are 
assigned ear one, the utility 
players car two and the coaches 
and press car three. 

But all this scheduling of 
transportation is not done at the 
last moment. It begins the first 
of the year, when baseball sche- 
dules are drawn up. Representat- 
ives of bus, railroad and air lines 
meet with the traveling -secre- 
taries of the 16 major league 
clubs to map out transportation 
for the entire season. 

Baseball players are charged 
the same for their travel as oth- 
er individuals. The only consid-

How the traveling secretaries 
save money is in judicious pur- 
chasing of tickets.

Orchard 
Notes 


At the present time growers 
are thinking of shot hole fungus 
on cherries. Science has found 
out the fungus has a 30 day per- 


_ iod for starting from the ground. 


No one knows its starting date. 

Sometimes cherries are in 
bloom for a long time. Young 
trees will often leaf out ahead 
of older trees. There was a lot of 
shot hole in many orchards last 
year mainly due to delayed 
bloom and a late start with the 
first application. 

Copper was the first material 
used on cherries for shot hole. 
The next material was liquid 
lime sulphur because the grower 
got much larger cherries with 
sulphur until bad shot hole years 
appeared. Unsprayed trees also 
did well on the same years that 
the trees sprayed with sulphur 
did. So today the test is for that 
uncommon year. Sometimes we 
can go along five or six years 
-|with very little trouble with any 
spray material or any date for 
starting. 

It’s better to omit poison until 
all the petals have fallen on ac- 
count of bees There’s no doubt 
but that it is the first two sprays 
that count the most. It would be 
my guess that “when the first 


‘leaves were thhalf grown would 


be nearly the right time for the 
first ‘application and the second 
about one week later. 

I don’t believe that it pays to 
experiment on how few sprays 
to apply. Although if the first 
two are early and often possibly 
two more will do the trick. Use 
a rainy wet spring for a guide.
